assizes of burglary accompanied with vio- 
lence, I'believe it is true “that His* Excel- 
Joncy has prevented the: law from taking its 
due course,..1-am ‘of opinion His Excel- 
lenoy did bing 3 in this instance. - He 
might be right in principle ‘but he is cer- 
tainly. wrong In justice, when’ the morits 
of the case are considered, Some even say 
he is wrong in principle; because he has no 
right to interfere with the administration 
of the law. tis not so, however; he has 
not interfered with the judicial fanctions 
of the Ohief Justice ; he is simply exercis- 
ing a prerogative of the Crown,:and he has 
the right to remit aay enon of a pri- 
soner’s sentence. Returning to the merits 
of the case in question, the. burglars of 
whom Wong Apo was one, had. wounded, 
if I remember aright, the arms of a woman 
while attempting to rob her of a pair of 
bangles. In addition-to this, the prisoner 
hurt a Sergeant of Police severely by 
nearly biting off one of his fingors when he 
arrested the prisoner. {£ double violence 
of this nature be not visited with corporal 
punishment, orlminals of the prisonor’s 
class will ba emboldened, and as your cor- 
respondent Aaya wa shall have to be “armed 
to the. teoth.” . Three. or four years ago 
**knook-down” robberies were so numerous 
that I believe you said at the time you 
would have to open a new column in.your 
paper to record auch ocouriences.

Turning to the latest Ordinaace which 
defines the duties of the Police Magistrates, 
No 16 of 1875, I. find that they bave 
power to-flog in a great. many offences, 
taking together the provisions of former 
ordiaances, there are only a few.in which 
they cannot fiog.

Offences of the above 
description render the offenders liable 
to a fine not exceeding $100, nor leas than 
81, but section 7 modifies this and, confers 
more arbitrary power.” It. reads thus; 
—6it shall be lawful for the Court 
(the Petty Sessions Court, abolished since 
1863, is. meant, [think) or Justices before 
whom any person shall be found guilty of 
auy offence against Division 1 or Division 
4 of Section 6 of this Ordinance, to order 
him, in lieu of all other punishment, to be. 
ones or twice publicly whipped, yet 80 a5 
that no offender shall receive in all for any 
one stich offence more than jifty blows nor 
leas than five.” The italics are mine. Now 
let mo ‘ask where is the necessity for 
flogging ‘in they offences? In the first 
class, it would sppear that a shrub ora 
handful of turf is of greater value than the 
flesh and blood of s human being. I 
shudder to think of the ides, The com- 
miasion of any offence under the second 
class is gonorally osused by acertaln amount 
of natural necessity Gver which the offender 
has probably ne control, and to punish a 
man for that with atripes is cruel, although 
the result of the offence is not of a pleasant 
character. Referring to Ordinanoe 8 of 1868, 
Section 23 says,—‘' Mendicancy in the 
public highways or streata is hereby forbid- 
den,” and this section is supplemented by 
No. 28, clause 9, which reads thus :— For 
every offence against section 23, a sum not 
exceeding five dollars: or the offenders 
shall, at the discretion of the Court, receive 
not more than thirty-six blows -nor less 
than five blows, with a rattan, and be 
deported to his hative country, or with the 
consent of such offender, to any other 
place, if His Hxcellonoy the Governor shall 
so-decide.” _ I¢ is true that so far as 
the flogging part of the provision goes, it 
has never been inflicted 1 believe since the

theless, the power for it, and a Magistrate 
has a right to exerciae it at any momont, 
Now admitting the worst consequences that 
can be possibly said of beggary and the 
presence. of beggars, [ must say it is in- 
human to, flog decrepid. or ‘half-starved 
mon, andas no distinction is made in this 
particular law of ‘sexes, I -presume a 
female mendicant is just as Hable to the 
“rattan” asthe male.

THE AUTHORITY OF ENGLISH . 

7 COLONIAL BISHUPS. — 
~~ The following Resoluttons were passed at 
the Conference.of the Bishops of the Pro- 
vince of India and Ceylon, held at the 
Palaco, Caloutta, on the 8t)-day of “March 
1877, adjourned from the 7th day of March 
1877." . 


Daanlmously resolved :— 7 

L—*“ We, the Metropolitan and Suffragan 
Bishops of the Province, desire to record 
our high appreciation of the work done on 
behalf ‘of the Church of England by the 
great Missionary - Socteties which. have 
voluntarily laboured in her name. In view, 
however, of tho revival and extension of 
the Corporate work of the Church, we feel 
the necessity of considering and more ac- 
ourately defining the relation of those 
Societles to Diocesan Organization.” 

“J1.—** We further consider that the 

ueation of the conditions under. which Lay 

gents are to be employed in the Church, 
is one which demands tho serious attention 
of the Church at latge.” 

IL, — Pending the full consideration of 
these important aubjecta, we resolve :~ 

_ (1) “That the Bishop of every diocese La, 
in the last resort, responsible for all teach- 
ing given and all work done within his 
diocese “in -the name and under the 
authority of the Church.” 

“(2) “ That in accordance with this princ!- 
ple every appointment to the discharge of 
spiritual functions in the Ohuroh ought to 
be made with due recognition of the ultimate 
right of the Bishop to be consulted on auch 
appointment and td exercise a veto upon 
the same,” : 

(8) ‘That. it follows, from the same 
Pringle, that like recognition ought to be 
accorded to the ultimate din gi of the Bishop 
to be consulted with regard to any change 
in the on Sgr order of service, or 
place of worship, of any congregation,” 

IV.—“' We severally undertake to bring 
the whole matter before ‘our - respovtive 
dioceses and, through the Metropolitan, to 
forward a copy of these resolutions to the 
Metropolitans of the.other Provinces of the 
Anglican Communion, with an expression 
of our hope that they will lay the same 
before their Snifragans, and obtain from 
them the opinion of their respective dioceses 
upon the subject referred to.” 

V.—“We further ‘resolve to meot,. at 
such time aud place as may be settled by 
the Metropolitan, to consider the replies 
which may have been received, and to take 
steps for: ultimately ing the whole 
subject before the proposed Pan-Anglican 
Synod.” i ' 

- At: the.-adjonrned Conference it, was 
resolved (on 12th March) = 

* That the time has come for taking steps 
to provide a system of Synodical action 
both Diocesan and Provincial, and that we 
undertake to ascertain the feeling of the 
Clergy and Laity of our several Dioceses in 
regard. to the constitution of Diocosan 
Synods.” 


At the adjourned: Conference on Friday, 
March the 9th, it was resolved :— 

“That it is to be desired, with a view to 
securing to the clergy and laity a right of 
appeal, which at present, in the case of 
revocation of license, they have not, that in 
the case of any proceedings being taken 
against. any clergyman, the opportunity 
should be offered to him of submitting bis 
case to an informal court held by the 
Bishop, the Bishop undertaking, in that 
event, to recognise the right of appeal 
to a similarly informal court held by the 
Metropolitan, whoae decision shall be held 
to be final.” i

Waris nowa certainty. The diplomatists 
are about to make way. for the soldiers.

What will be the cdurse of events? Hoe

To the honest English mind if is re- 
pugnant to believe in such deep-laid plots 
and schemes. Our own policy is s0 
straightforward, it ig so impossible for oar 
Ministry to resort to shifts and tricks which 
Parliament would be the first to condemn, 
that average Englishmen can scarcely bring 
themselyés. to believe that foreign states- 


as regards Russia, we ask our countrymen 


of yoars beon steadily. unchanging. We ask 
them, when they doubt if it be possible for 
Russian princea to speak falsely, to re- 
member that Count Schouvaloft, by the 
Czar’s desire, four years ago, made promises 
to our Foreign. Minister in regard to the 


Kuiva, which were immediately deliborately 
broken; and that the Russian Emperor, 


while vowing that Russia was giving no aid’ 


to Servis last year, was allowing his officers 
and soldiers to go to Servia on leave, to 
fight in Russian uniform against Turkey. 
Equally difficult is it to our peaceful unag- 
gressive minds to believe that, without 
fresh provocation, Germany would attack 
France; but it is now matter of history 
that “two years ago Bismarck would have 
declared war but, ee the protest of Russia. 
He has scarcely made a secrot of his. creed, 
that his work is not complete so long as 
France is permitted to build up anew her 
military strength, compelling Germany to 
remain under a burden of conscription and 
taxation whieh is crushing her vitality, To 
the initiated thero has been ample proof 
that ho has fomented insurrection in the 
Turkish provinces. A child in politics 
could see that he hag been desirous to 
promote war in the Enst; and our own 
Government, as well as those of the other 
Powers, is thoroughly aware that his wish 
was to embroil. all the countries of Europe 
—above all, Russia—that he might be left 
face to face with France alone, sure of the 
help, of his ply Italy. ° , 

' So far the game has been well played. 
By skilful manipulation Russia has suc- 
cseded in placing Turkey in the position of 
a criminal before Kurope, in isolating the 
Sultan, and leaving him without a friend. 
Against him she is about to proceed, after 
weskening him by insurrections in his 
kingdom; and revolts among his tributaries. 
She has assembled on her frontiers two 
great armies, tho’one on the Pruth, the 
other in the Caucasus. With both hands 


she ig ready to strike. But she has done, 


even more than this,. She has kept open 
the wounds inflicted on her adversary last 
summer, which drain his blood and weaken 
his. power of resistance. She keeps 
Montenegro in arms, The Emperor had 
confided the task of helping this principality 
to Tochernaieff, and he had enlisted a 
foreign legion, in which, we grieve to say, 
nearly three hundred. Englishmen were 
enrolled. But now he has been sent for by 
the Emperor, and is to. have s post in the 
Russian army; so Montenegro will have 
other help, Russian agents~are again 
atirring up the Servisns, in order to detain 
Turkish troops. Fresh revolts are prepared 
in Bosnia and Horzegovina., A rising in 
Crete is certain as soon as-Ruasia attacks. 
Arms and ammunition are being smuggled 
into ane island, and every detail ia pra- 
pared. a) 

Forced to disséminate her troops to guard 
her Asiatic frontier on the one hand, the 
Danube onthe other, to koep troops on 
the Servian and Montenegrin borders, in 
Thessaly, Epirus, Crete, in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Turkey can bring but small 
forces to any one point. Eighty thousand 
troops in Asia from Batoum to Bayazed, a 
hundred thousand on the long line of the 
Danubs, are all she can collect against her 
chiof foc. But the Russian forces on the 
Pruth are not so great.as they have been 
systematically represented to. be. The best 
information places tho army of Kischenetf, 
with the division at Odessa, as barely 
160,000 men. From. Poti to the Porsian 
frontier. there are scarely more than 
100,000. But in organisation, though not 
in arms, the Russian army is far superior 
fo its enemy, Aided as she will be by 
insurrections in Europe, and by Persia in 
Asia, Russia can win on both sides, unless 
there is foreign interference. 

Will there be such interference? Un- 
doubtedly thero will in Europo. We go 
back to first principles. It is impossible 


*} that -Austria can allow Russia to hold the 
Danube, It is certain that England will |. 


not allow her to take Constantinople. Any 
forecast of events must take as its basis 
these two facts: Austria’s vital interests 
are at stake on tho Danube; our imperial 
existence is at stake at Constantinople. If, 
therefore, Russia attacks in“Europe, she 
does so knowing that she-will not, even if 
successful in war, be allowed by Austria to 
hold a foot of ground on the Danube; and 
it-is an admitted maxim by the Russian 
strategists, thai no Russian army can 
remain south of the Pruth, unless the 
neutrality of Austria is secured, Farther, 
she ‘attacks, knowing that the one great 
goal of her ambition—Constantinople— 
will be barred to her by English-fleets and 
English soldiers, should Austrio ‘allow her 
to advance to the Balkans, 

Is it, thon, conceivable that Russi will 
attack in Europe at. all? Yes; for two 
reasons. First, because the army so long 
kept upon the Prath is an element that 
cannot be disregarded, and it demands 
sotion us a reward for its months of weary 
inaction, satisfaction for its miseries and 
its hardehips of the. winter}. secondly,

Before Russia can closo the war on- which 
she is now about to émbark she will’ be 
financially bankrupt; and Turkey, though 
sho may have ‘to yield Asiatio provinces, - 
can pay no indemnity. ‘Thus the injury to 
Russia from this war will be far beyond the 
gain. Hor crodit will be ruined, her dream 
of 5 free Bosphorus will not be realised. 

In the blackness of the situation one 
gleam ‘of light shines out. We. have at 
length learned that Prince Bismarck’s 
retirement, which. it is endeavoured to. 
attribute to German internal politics, is due. 
to his inability to bring the Emperor to hig 
views regarding war with France. The 
Emperor, stern os he is, shrinks from the . 
iden of so soon entering on another great. 
wat without any immediate striking pré- 
vocation, and tho Chancellor soes .all big 
efforts foiled. . All his plang have been in - 
vain. Whilo Gortschakoff has conquered» 
the Cahr, and made of him an unwilling 
tool, the old German Kaiser is firm and, 
unyielding ; and oven the great Bismarok 
has to give way. The influence of tho 
Prince Imperial, and of ‘that English- 
woman’ whom Bismarck likes not, are’ to 
be traced in this. If Europe is spared'the 
horrors of: this war ‘in the. West, in which 
Italy would assuredly have chimed in, all 
the horrors of the war in the East may 
more easily be borne. 

The voice of tho British people has not 
yet spoken, Led away on false tracks, 
Englishmen have been hoodwinked and 
deceived: With atatesman-like reticence, 
our. Ministers have said no word against 
the Government of the Czar. But when 
Russia throws aside the mask; when our 
Government speaks out, and tolls the deeds 
of lying and chicancry which it knows full 
well; when the English people learn how 
thoy have been cheated and beguiled,— 
with ono voice the nation will ery out tobe 
revengod for the deceit, and will demand 
that our honour and our interests be pro- 
tected by the might of our. strong right 
arm.

The eyes of Europe being just now fixed 
on Russia we have lately Necuel a good 
many things about that colossal, but by no 
means homogeneous Empire; among others, 
that i¢ has but six Embassies; at Constanti- 
Paris, aid 
Rome. ‘The first receives the highest stipend, 
116,000 roubles of about three shillings, and 
itis this Embassy that has the greatest 
number of functionaries, 21. 
dor at Paris has 84,000. roubles; and there 
are in this Embassy 11 persons. Russia has 
also 20 legations;-to-the one in Pekin, the 
Budget allows 57,000 roubles, whilst the one 
at Darmstadt has the smallest allowance of 
all, 11,000, roubles. ‘The entire diplomatic 
representation of Russia costs her. 1,120,000 


roubles a year; one-fifth of which is absorbed 


by the legations in Germany.
